Up to 1911 the annual production 
of the western Held exceeded that of 
the eastern one. but In tliat .vear the 
output of tiie eastern Held passed 
that of the Western and llie annual 
excess bus Krowu rapidly. In I!* I I 
tli<! e.xcess for the eastern Held was 
r>,T39 tons; in 1913 it was 733,096 
tons, and in 1918 it was 3.548.978 
tons. The prospect is that within 
another five years the out|)ut of the 
eastern Held alone will exceed lh<- 
total production for the entire Slate. 

There are now approximately ;!2.- 
iiou persons employed at and in the 
coal mines. The number so employ- 
ed during 1918 was 39,888.

Stephen 
Langdon in London recently that 
Noah and not Adam waa reaponslblo 
for the fall of man as shown In his 
readings of Babylonian tableta un- 
earthed at .\lppur. 

Dr. l.aiiKdon, who Is an American, 
was in this country last Oc tober and 
Visited the riiiverslty id' I'enusyl- 
vanitt .Museum where he made copies 
of about 50 of tUo Nippur tablets In 
the museum'a oeUeettea. 

What makee the new account of 
the fall of man especially interest- 
ing .uu! Import.^nt i.-i l!ui! !! Is ii(vt . 
like other versions, written in the 
Semitic liahylonian l.iuKUaKe. b\it in 
the Sunierlaii. the older toiiKUi^ of 
the non-.SemltIc race, which In the 
early days of history held sway over 
Babylonia. 

Uy comiwrlson with other tableta 
written In the tlnfe of King Ham- 
murabi. I he date of w ho.-e reipn Is 
delinitcl.N kno\Mi. the tablet from 
wliicli Dr. l.atiKdou made liis trans- 
lation probably wus written about 
.2500 B. C, making It the oldest rec- 
ord known at mreseat of the crea- 
tion, the fall of man and the deluge. 

Kxaniiiiatlon shows that the frag- 
nieiit of tablet translated by Dr. 
LaiiKdiiii and ilie tablet translated 
by Dr. I'oebel were separate. au<l 
.that witki -otlHir tablets they contain- 
ed the full Rtory of the beginulug of 
the world. 

Dr. Langdon to easily t|m.a^|^ 
most Sumerisn scholar tn the Worid, 

Dr. Poebel is .in able translator ot 
the laiiKUaKe. and both he and Dr. 
L.iiiKdtiK will rA\i- flieir full transla- 
tions of sucli portions of the tablets 
as exist to the public la book form 
within a short time. 

Whether our Bible as we have it 
to-day will have to be rewritten to a 
(|ueHtlon. Whether the Hebrew writ- 
ers Kot ibeir ideas from the Su- 
meriaus and nabylonlaiis or only 
throuKli ilireci revidatloti is a sub- 
ject conceruUiK which theologians 
do not agree.

— The re- 
tiew.ii ni tin controversy as to who 
killed I'l l iiMis<-h. the famous Indian 
war tlii' i. rei il!- ihe fact that Te- 
cum^di visited Ukluhoma when ho 
waa-lrying to organtoe his vast con- 
fedeibtion. embr|elng all of the In- 
dian tribes of the Oreat Lakes. Mis- 
sissippi Valley and C,ulf Soast re- 
gions, with wliii'ii he Was eiideavor- 
iuK til 1 lieck I lie Diiward iiiarcli of 
the wliites and to prevent the estab- 
lishmeiit of any further white set- 
'tlomdnts in the .Middle West. 

Jt was in th<> sprinx of 1811 that 

Tecnni-i li cam.' to the vlltaue of the 
Osnne rlii. I , ( 'b riiiont. near the his- 
toric I laremoie mound, in llocers 
couni.v. Oklahoma. He was accuui- 
panieil hy his brother, "tlie I'ropb- 
et," The tatter Is described as hav- 
ing been a man of commanding pres- 
ence and an eloquent orator, yet so 
profound was the Impression made 
upon the (>sa»ce~ by llle words of Te- 
cumwli that they scarcely noticed 
his brother, "the Prophet." at all. 

Tccumseb was an Impassioned 
orator, and It was reported at the 
time that the natural sympathies ol' 
the (»--aKes Went out to lilm. How- 
ever, .ill ot il ir ili'aliiii;'^ li.id I Ii 

with the Freii.li lri,de:s Irom St. 
Louis, by whom had alwa>s 

been kindly treated. Those traders 
were all loyal Americans at thall 
time^sp that the weight of their In- 
tluenee waa against Terumseh nml 
his -ambitious deslnns. The Osanes. 
therefore, ibclim'd rn Join Teciiin- 
seb. 

TeeumsCih was probably the most 
remarkable Indian of whom history 
takes account. His twin brother, 
"the Prophet," whose name was 
Tensquatawa, claimed to have been 
Inspired by a messaxe from the .Mus- 
ii I- of I. lie. ill uliii li .ill ol the In- 
dians Were li.ri'ited to ballil tllem- 
selves toKe'll' 1' III resist the furlller 
advance of white seuttleiuents, Te- 
cuniseh not only believed and adopt- 
ed lito brother's teachings, but his 
own magnetic and persuasive elo- 
queni!e gave to them an added force 
and influence. 

Tecumseh ulways disputed tlie va- 
lidity of the treaties by which the 
Uoveraaeat jiad purchased the land 
of Ohio and Indiana from the In- 
dians. He claimed that they were 
not liliidiii;; upon Ihe liiilians I'or 
till reason lliat iinly the eliiel's had 
eliti letl into sui'li a»:i'ei'iiJelits. tlie 
warriors uol beiuK consulted at all, 
iiavlug than advocated the diR-trlne 
of a practical referendum long be- 
fore the wblta men of America ever 
dri'iiiiied of such a >vti iii. 
I The Battle of ri|i|iecaiioe, which 
jociurred abuut monilis aiier Te- 
ciimseb's vibit lo Ihe Dbages. really 
spoiled all n' Ills plans for a con- 
federation of the Indian tribes. He' 
contluaed. to labor for that end un- 
til tha outbreak of the War of 1813, 
when he eB|M>used the cause of the 
Itriti^h and kMis ciiuiinlssioned a 
llriKi'dler ti. iierul in I lie army of 
Klim tieorKC Ills career ended with 
bla death at the Maltle of the 
Thamee. when in* wan Htiil in the 
prims af life, belag thea about 4.% 
years alS.
